About 83 per cent of the total irrigated area is in Cuttack, Puri, Sambalpur, Balasore, 
Balangir and Ganjam districts of the State. In other districts there are not much of meer 
facilities. The irrigation facilities include major, medium, minor works, lift irrigation bu 
excludes private irrigation sources. There are important rivers like the Mahanadi, the 
Baitarani, the Budhabalanga, the Salandi and as such the State is endowed with considerable 
irrigation potential. However, this vast potential has not yet been harnessed and agriculture 
in the State continues to be a gamble in monsoons. 


Supply of inputs like seeds, fertilizers, and pesticides is lacking which has accounted 
for low agricultural output. It is found that only 4 major crops i. e. paddy, wie 
maize and jawar have been brought under H. Y. Vs. H. Y. V. introduction in Kharif has lagg® 
behind that of other States. Currently it is about 10 per cent of the total planted area with 
the majority of the Rabi Crops under Hyy, Almost 90 per cent of wheat and about 


20 per cent of maize are under H. Y. Vs. which reveals the impact of green revolution !0 
Orissa. 


The production of H.-Y. Vs. require intensive use of fertiliser. The consumption of ferti- 
liser in Orissa grew significantly over the last ten year period. It was over 60 per cent from 
1964-65 to 1973-74 and then declined in 1974-75 due to price increase and poor weather. 


The average consumption was 8—6 Kgs. of nutrient per hectare of cropped area which is 
still very low.
